Applicant's arguments/amendments, See remarks page 4-5 filed on 
04/15/2008 has been considered and as such the Claims 3,4,1 1 and 12 are 
allowable over closest prior arts on record (US 6226353) and (US 5361291). 

(US 6226353) and (US 5361291) combined or alone does not disclose obtaining 
a differential coefficient between the plural sets of detection data and calculating 
a Laplacian of phase on the basis of said differential coefficient and any one of 
the plural sets of detection data as recited in Independent Claims 3 and 1 1 . 
Claims 4 and 12 depend directly or indirectly on the Independent Claims 3 and 
1 1 and therefore they are allowable. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-10, 13-20 are cancelled.
